IMPORTANT RIVER 


The importance of the Svir River is 
in the fact that the famous Stalin 
Canal, which links the Gulf of Finland 
with the White Sea and through which, 
if necessary, Soviet under-water craft 
can safely pass, follows its channel.

For this reason commerce is limited to 
the so-called Asiatic co-prosperity 
sphere, in which “circumstances pre- 
vent the smooth interchange of 
materials.” 

He emphasised the necessity for the 
drastic control of consumption, urging 
the utter abandonment of the '' profit- 
making idea’’ and the reclamation of 
vital materials. 

This effort towards self-sufficiency, 
he added, was Jargely dependent upon 
the popular moral conduct.— (Reuter.)

arger than ever before, social security 
does not exist for large numbers of 
the people. In normal conditions 
poverty is widespread — and acute 
poverty is far from rare. Poverty 
affects childhood and age in particular, 
and descends with a blight on a great 
many working-class homes, where 
several children are bein 
The mother of child-bearing age suffers 
with the children — it is, indeed, a 
family affliction — and the national 
standards of health and physique are 
lowered. 

From time to time in recent vears 
there have been social surveys of in- 
dustrial areas to ascertain the actual 
conditions .of life of the wage-earning 
population. They have provided so 
many specimen pictures and all have 
brought out, with local differences, the 
same common facts. More thorough 
and comprehensive than most of these 
inquiries is a survey of working-class 
life—‘‘Poverty and Progress’’—in the 
City of York, by Mr. Seebohm 
Rowntree. It was not a survey by 
sample, but a house to house 
investigation of the circumstances 
of ali the wage - earning people 
in a city which, if not wholly 
typical of English urban conditions, is 
probably above, rather than below, the 
average jndustrial standards. As ‘he 
investigation was made before the war 
the facts may have changed in — 
details, but their essential signifi- 
cance remains! They are. broadly 
speaking, normal to peace conditions, 
not in York alone. but in industrial 
England. 

Mr. Rowntree’s inquiry has produced 
a great body of facts. They are facts 
with which any plan for the removal 
of poverty must grapple. He does not 
propose any new social departure, but 
the generalisation of principles already 
adopted. Minimum wages there are 
now, and in many industries the 
minimum is enforceable at law. But 
this is only one approach.

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Japan Takes Thought 


Japan no longer seems to be having it 
all her own way in the Pacific. For 
several years she has made progress at 
the expense of other nations. 
established control, precarious though it 
may be, over a substantial and wealthy 
extent of Chinese territory; she has 
whittled down many of the ' Treaty 
rights’’ of foreign Powers; she has 
acquired strategic bases of great value not 
merely among the ocean islands, but also 
on the mainland, at no great distance 
from Singapore; and, with all these 
acquisitions, she has enlarged her strength 
and prestige to a very high degree. During 
the last few weeks, however, a subtle 
change has manifested itself. It began 
when the British and American Govern- 
ments, instead of accepting the Japanese 
occupation of French Indo-China as a 
regrettable incident—which had been their 
previous policy—embarked on a policy of 
rapid reprisal. They “ frore” Japan's 
assets, thereby reducing her trade to 
negligible proportions, and they left her 
in no doubt that any attempt to occupy 
Thailand, as she had occupied French 
Indo-China, would provoke military 
action. The boot, in a curious way, seems 
to be on the other foot. It is now Japan's 
turn to complain of maltreatment. Her 
Press no longer represents her as a 
country with a high and holy mission, 
but rather as a prisoner, encircled and 
kept down by a ring of formidable 
enemies. These enemies are the so-called 
‘A B.C.D. Powers’’—the United States 
of America, the British Empire, Nation. 
alist China, and the Dutch East Indies— 
in addition to Russia, all of whom, 
according to the Tokyo 
associated in a conspiracy to crush the 
life-blood out of Japan. There is no 
reason to suppose that the Japanese fears 
are altogether without foundation. Tokyo 
probably would be a match for any one of 
these Powers by itself in the Pacific, but 
collectively they represent a terrible host 
of enemies. The war with China ‘s a 
severe drain upon her resources both of 
men and of material ; and it appears that 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek’s latest counter- 
attack is already successful enough to 
have forced the abandonment of at least 
one important port on the mainland. If 
Japan were not alarmed, she hardly 
would have initiated the negotiations that 
now are going on in Washington. How 
much she hopes to gain from them she has 
not revealed, but it is a curious fact that 
several American 


Press. are 


she has permitted 
tankers to unload aviation spirit at the 
Russian port of Vladivostok, and clearly 
is anxious to avoid any sort of dangerous 
“ incident’’ for the time being. It looks 
very much, indeed, as if the Japanese 
have met their match for the first time. 
England and America have made many 
concessions in the Far East, but they have 
reached a point at which further con- 
cessions could mark the end of their power 
there, and they are showing their teeth. 
Japan would accept the challenge if she 
had any likelihood of help from ‘the 
“ Axis,” but no likelihood of it exists. 
The odds are that she will bide her time 
now until some great crisis in the war— 
a German attempt to invade England or a 
serious intensifying of the ‘‘ Battle of the 
Atlantic’’—forces the British and 
Americans to concentrate all their atten- 
tion, if not all their power, upon Europe 
and the waters around Europe. Until 
something of the kind happens, the odds 
will be heavily against her. 


Winter’s Threat 


Now that tho first week of September is 
over, the fact that winter is at hand is 
becoming sadly obvious to the inhabitants 
of our island. Summer was tardy this 
year—indeed, those who took their holi- 
days in August may go so far as to assert 
that we had no summer at all; for 
St. Swithin was as good as his word, and 
from mid-July until the beginning of the 
present month few, if any, days passed 
without rain. However false may be the 
promises of summer, winter rarely, if ever, 
fails to justify the worst predictions of 
the weather prophets. Already the even- 
ings are drawing ominously in. The leaves 
are beginning to turn. In some Dublin 
suburbs they even have started to fall, and 
even during these bright days one can feel 
a nipping and an eager air which portends 
the imminence of the equinoctial gales. 
This year the change of the seasons has 
more. than an academic, or even a 
romantic, interest for the people of this 
country. For the first time within living 
memory winter is likely to bring real 
hardships to rich and poor alike, but, as 
usual, the poor will be the principal 
victims. Hitherto this country never has 
had any serious lack of fuel, or, for that 
matter, of light. Good British eoal always 
has been available at reasonably cheap 
prices. Paraffin oil and candles have been 
taken for granted, just as one takes for 
granted the water that gushes from the 
kitchen tap; and even during the last war 
there never was any appreciable shortage. 
Now our people are faced with a vastly 
different problem. Supplies of British 
coal virtually have ceased. Such coal as 
is available is of wretched quality, and 
its cost is so high that the very poor 
simply could not afford to buy it, even 
if it should be in unlimited supply. 
Paraffin oil is being rationed to the extent 
of half a gallon a month to those who 
have neither gas nor electricity to light 
their dwellings, and candles have become 
almost as scarce—and as-costly—as packets 
of cigarettes. How will the people heat 
themselves during the winter months ; how. 
will they cook their food; how will they 
light their houses in the long and dreary 
evenings? , 


In the cities the problem resolves itself 


mainly into a matter of heating. Cooking 
can be done by gas—so long as gas is 
available; and the Electricity: Supply 
Board still is in a position to satisfy the 
reasonable demands of its customers, In 
the rural areas the problem is far more 
serious. Without coal, paraffin, or candles

| what will those people do who have accéss 
neither to gas nor to électricity? The 
obvious answer is that they will use turf; 
but: the best peat is of little use for 
lighting purposes, and, in spite of the 
Government’s. intensive turf “drive,” 
supplies throughout the country continue 
to be insufficient to meet the popular 
requirements. For heating purposes wood 
always can be obtained; but its cost in 
most country districts is exorbitant, and, 
from the point of view of the city dweller— 
particularly the dweller in the slums—it 
forms a poor substitute for the coal to 
which he has been accustomed. So far as 
lighting is concerned, the people in the 
rural areas simply will be forced to go to 
bed in the dark—and before long it will 
be dark before five o'clock in the evening. 
They probably will manage to keep them- 
selves reasonably warm with the aid of 
turf and wood; but their lot will be far 
from pleasant. In the cities—and especially 
in Dublin—the shortage of fuel already is 
beginning to make itself felt. There doés 
not seem to be nearly enough turf to go 
round. Apparently the problem of trans 
port from the turf-bearing distriets so fat 
has defied solution, and the situation is 
likely to become worse, rather than better, 
as the months go by. The major problem 
to some extent may be solved, or at least 
made less difficult, by the expedient of 
communal feeding; but the fact remains 
that there will be many thousands of 
fireless hearths in Dublin this winter, and 
even those who are relatively well off will 
go home in the evenings to empty grates. 
Undoubtedly, there is sufficient turf in 
Ireland to satisfy most requirements— 
although even the finest turf: will not 
replace the common candie—but the 
authorities will need to show far more 
enterprise and imagination before it can 
be made available, at a reasonable cost, 
to the average consumer. Transport seems 
to be the chief difficulty; but surely the 
resources of civilisation have not yet been 
exhausted, and, if Mr. Hugo Flinn has 
the will, he will be able to find a way. 
There is no time to be lost. The sooner 
everybody makes up his mind to the fact 
that supplies of imported coal have ceased, 
the better it will be for all concerned. 
Fire must depend upon her own fuel 
resources. “ For the duration,” at any 
rate, the luxury of British coal must be 
regarded as a thing of the past. 


Lucky Strike 


At Mullingar races yesterday an 
investor on the totalisator had the extra- 
ordinary good fortune to draw no less than 
£84 12s. for a stake of two shillings. The 
return represented odds of 845 to 1, and 
it was the highest ever paid by the 
‘tote’ in this country. There was said 
to be some doubt, perhaps, to 
modesty on the part of all concerned, as to 
the actual investment of the two shillings, 
but the cheque for £84 12s. was paid to a 
well-known—in fact, famous—Irish sports- 
There is no use pretending that 
her success was due to a superior 
knowledge of horses and their form. The 
mare which performed so admirably for 
the tote investor was Bennie’s Battle, an 
animal which had not previously been 
raced this year; it is owned by a farmer 
who lives near Mullingar, and is said to 
have been hunted by him. The fact that 
no was laid on her 
chances of winning, and that she was 
included by the bookmakers among the 
20 to 1 others, indicates that nobody— 
certainly nobody with a belief in taking 
advantage of the betting services—had 
any idea that Bennie’s Battle was going 
to win. When it was suggested to an 
official of the totalisator that a dividend 
of such proportions must be a splendid 
advertisement, he replied that a more 
satisfactory advertisement would be the 
drawing of dividends of 4s.

FUEL SHORTAGE 
RESULTS 


This statement was made by Mr. 
Edward F. MacSweeney, the Irish 
limes Special Commissioner cn com- 
munal kitchens, speaking at yester- 
day’s luncheon of the Dublin Relary 
Club, at-the Gresham Hotel. 

~he communal kitchens, he said, 
might be -essential for everyone. If 
the gas or electricity in the homes of 
the people were cut off, how could 
their dinner be cooked? The poor 
would be the first to be hit by the fuel 
se an But this shortage might 
also be felt by many people well 
above the poverty-line. The parish 
was the obvious unit for a communal 
kitchen, but a number of Dublin 
parishes had failed to establish coun- 
cils. This was a pity, for the ad- 
vantage of the parish unit for run- 
ning a kitchen was that the people 
of the district would be more inclined 
to help. 

Somebody had suggested that the 
whole idea smacked of Communism, 
but Communism was far more likely to 
spread quickly among men who were 
cold and hungry. Centralised kitchens 
feeding a number of distributing 
centres had heen suggested. There 
was a lot to be said for them, but 
they presented the problem of keep- 
ing the food hot in transit to the 
centres. Also, when meals were hept 
hot for any considerable time they lost 
some of their value. 


CITIZENS MUST HELP 


The suggestion had been made, Mr. 
MacSweeney went on, thatthe problem 
of communal feeding was one for the 
Red Cross—or even the Army—but 
both the Red Cross and the Army had 
their own jobs, and to suggest pushing 
this job on to them was the a’ of a 
shirker. It was a citizens’ problem. 
The citizens must help to solve it. 

Any doctor would confirm the fact 
that many Dubliners were under- 
nourished. In normal times, many of 
the poor had about three shillings’ a 
weex for food, when the ascertained 
minimum requirements to maintain 
health could not be bought for less 
than six shillings. Mr. C. E. McCon- 
nell would agree that women who had 
taken their children to the meals run 
by Dr. Collis’s admirable Marrowbone 
Lane scheme, had themselves collapsed 
from hunger, and admitted that they 
had not eaten for two days. ) 

“ These, gentlemen, are facts,” said 
the speaker, “unpleasant facts. We 
pride ourselves on our civilisation, yet 
things lixe this ca. happen within a 
few hundred yards of us.” 

The Government slashed red tape 
when it told the Corporation to go 
ahead with its plans before the Order 
covering the scheme was formally 
issued, Now the Corporation should 
avoid getting tangled in its own parti- 
cular variety of red tape. The City 
Manager, Mr. P. J. Hernon; his 
deputy, Mr. John P. Keane, and Miss 
Patricia Byrne, who had been 
appointed to take charge of the 
“Cooked Meals’ Service,” would do 
this. 


VOLUNTARY HELP 


Voluntary helpers would be essential 
if meals were to be kept at a price 
within the reach of everyone. And a 
voluntary advisory council of a few 
workers — not ‘talkers — including a 
dietician, should be chosen to assist 
in guiding the scheme. We had, in 
this country, all the essentials of s 
sound diet for everyone; the most 
economic way of getting that food to 
the people was through the Communal 
Kitchen, which would save both food 
and fuel. 

The people, Mr. MacSweeney said, 
could be given meal fickets at the 
Labour Exchange or Public Assistance 
Office; they were already getting food 
tickets, so the necessary ms. | gae 
existed. Adjustments could be made 
in their cash allowances, and the meal 
tickets handed in at the various 
kitchens would be redeemable from the 
Labour Exchange and Public Assist- 
ance funds, 


ABSOLUTE URGENCY 


In proposing a vote of thanks to the 
speaker, Mr. W. B. Conyngham said 
that communal kitchens were a matter 
of absolute urgency. It was not on! 
the unemployed who would be affected, 
but the ‘‘ white collar ” class as well, 
who were bringing up families on £250 
to £300 a year. They must work to 
a practical end. Much that was done 
in the city was through incompetent 
charity, unregulated and _ ill-directed 
goodwill. The effort would have to be 
put on a proper business basis. 

Mr. Conyngham then paid a tribute 
to the speaker, referring to his youth, 
his enthusiasm, and his thorough gasp 
of the subject. 

The vote of thanks was seconded by 
Mr. Charles H. Murphy, who later told 
the speaker that he would personally 
be prepared to supply one cwt. of 
vegetables a week to communal 
kitchens if transport could be found 
to convey them to Dublin. 


REVISED BANK 
CHARGES 
VOLUME OF PROTEST 
GROWS 


A protest against the increase was 
made by Mr. Charles Ross (Chairman) 
and Mr. Edward Doyle at a special 
meeting of the Council of the Fat Stock 
Exporters of Ireland Association in 
Dublin yesterday. It was remarked 
that the people in charge of the 
nation’s credit had chosen a time when 
the country was faced with economic 
conditions unparalleled in its history to 
impose charges that were “ a hindrance 
to existing trade and a curb on any 
attempt at development.” 

At a meeting of the Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce hel 
yesterday, at which the proposed 
revised bank charges were discussed, 
the President, Mr. J. Walker, an- 
nounced that the Association of Cham- 
bers of Commerce, the Federation of 
Irish Manufacturers, the Federated 
Employers, Ltd., the Dublin Stock 
Exchange. the Drapers’ Chamber of 
Trade, and the Dublin Mercan- 
tile Association, Ltd., were jointly 
approaching the Irisl Banks Standin 
Committee to receive a deputation 0 
representatives from these bodies.

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VISCOUNT DONERAILE 

Viscount Doneraile, who for many 
yeafs has been well known in the 
municipal life of Westminster, died 
on Sunday at Doneraile Court. The 
Right Hon, Edward St. Leger, sixth 
Viscount Doneraile, and Baron Done- 
raile, of Doneratle, County Cork, in the 
peerage of Ireland, was the eldest son 
of a great grandson of the first 
Viscount of the second creation, the 
Rev. Edward Frederick St. Leger, 
Rector of Scotton, Lincolnshire, and 
was a nephew of the fifth Viscount, 
says J'he Times. ‘Born at Scotton 
Rectory on October 6, 1866, he was 
educated at Winchester, 1880-84 and 
at New College, Oxford, where he 
graduated in 1889. In 1891 he suc. 
ceeded his uncle in the peerage, and in 
the same year was called to the Bar by 
the Inner Temple. He settled in the 
City of Westminster, and most of his 
public work was municipal—he became 
manager of a Metropolitan Asylums 
District in 1899, and from 1928 until 
1930 was chairman of the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board. He was an Alderman 
of Westminster, and in 1919-20 was 
Mayor .of that city. For his services 
sg the last war he was appointed 
an officer of the Legion of Honour. He 
took much interest in skating, and be- 
came President of the National Skating 
Association, Lord Doneraile was un- 
married, and is succeeded by his 
brother, the Hon. Hugh St. Leger, who 
was born on August 6th, 1869, and 
raised to the rank of the younger son 
of a Viscount in 1892. The new Peer 
married, on December 18, 1919, Mary 
Isobel, daughter of Mr. Francis Morice. 
of Whakapuntanake, Gisborne, New 
Zealand. There is no issue of this 
marriage, and a cousin becomes the 
new heir-presumptive. 

The original Ime of St. Leger 
Viscounts Doneraile ended in the male 
line in 1767 with the death of the 
fourth and last Viscount of the 1703 
creation. Major-General Anthony St. 
Leger, of Park Hill, Doncaster, after 
whom ‘the now famous Classic race 
was named in 1778, was a nephew of 
the first Viscount. The extensive 
estates in County Cork were left hy 
the fourth Viscount to his nephew, 
St. Leger Aldworth, who took the 
name of St. Leger and became Baron 
Doneraile in 1776 and Viscount Done- 
raile in 1785, of the second creation. 
This peer’s mother, Elisabeth St. 
Leger, daughter of the first Viscount 
of the old creation, and sister of the 
fourth and last Viscount, was the only 
woman ever admitted a I reemason. 
According to G.E.C., ‘‘ The. Complete 
Peerage,” this was owing to her hav- 
ing, as a girl, say in 1710, when she 
was 17, witnessed, unseen, the cere- 
monies at her father’s house long be- 
fore the Grand Lodge of Ireland was 
founded—1729-30. She married in 
1713 and died in 1773, aged 80.  Por- 
traits of her, in her Masonic apron, 
sti'l exist. The second ‘count of 
the present house received £15,000 
when Doneraile was disfranchised 
after the union. 

Since Viscount Doneraile came to 
reside in Doneraile with his sister, 
the Hon. Ethel St. Leger, he toox an 
active interest in local matters, being 
a member of the Parish Council. He 
took a keen interest in Gaelic games, 
and effected numerous improvements 
on the 1,200 acres estate.

MISS MARY BLOUNT, M.B.E. 


Miss Mary Blount, M.B.E., of 
Cherrymount, Phibsborough, who died 
on Sunday last, was one of the best- 
known and most indefatigable charity 
workers in Dublin. She was the 
daughter of the late Major William 
Blount, of Orleton, Hereford.. During 
the last war Miss Blount held an im- 
portant honorary position on the 
Dublin War Pensions’ Committee and 
became an expert on the Ministry of 
Pensions’ regulations. For her ser- 
vices on this Committee she was 
awarded the M.B.E. In 1922 she be- 
came honorary secretary of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society in Dublin, a posi- 
tion which she held until the time of 
her death. It was with this Society 
that she did some of her greatest work ; 
nothing was too much trouble for her, 
and no man woman or child ever 
appealed to her in vain. She had a 
remarkable knowledge of the ex- 
soldier, his conditions of life, his pen- 
sions and rights. A man who was 
closely associated with her in this work 
described her as ‘‘one of the most 
charitable and good-minded persons 1 
have ever met ” Miss Blount had great 
organising ability, and was largely 
responsible for the success of the dances 
and sales “run ” in aid of the Society. 
She never missed attending at the office 
of the organisation for a single day until 
her illness. The Queen’s Institute of 
District Nursing and the Lady Dudley 
Nurses’ Organisation were two c@ier 
bodies in which Miss Blount took 
considerable interest, and she served on 
the Committees of both. In private 
life her friends will ‘remember her for 
her great affection for animals of all 
kinds, and for her love of her garden 
and its flowers.

THE REV. L. H. F. STAR 


The first leader of the Dublin 
University Fukien Mission, the Rev. 
Leonard Harry Frank Star, M.A., died 
at, his home, 147 Leinster road, Rath- 
mines, on Sunday last, aged 78. He 
was the eldest son of the late Captain 
Leonard G. Star, of Bristol and Cork, 
and was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he took his B.A. degree 
in 1888. He was ordained in 1889, 
and went out to China under the 
Church Missionary Society five years 
later, becoming leader of the Dublin 
University Fukien Mission, with which 
ha remained until 1900; he was with 
the Mission again in 1913-1914. During 
the early years of the present century 
Mr. Star was assistant chaplain to the 
Missions to Seamen in the Port of 
London, afterwards becoming chaplain 
for the Hartlepools, Lowestoft 
Harbour, and returning to London as 
assistant port —— and chaplain 
to the training ship Port Jackson. 
After a period as organising secretary 
to the Church Missionary Society in 
South Wales he went to China again, 
but returned to a curacy in Bristol in 
1915. Since that year he had held 
various benefices.in the United Diocese 
of Ossory, Ferns and Leighlin, and 
retired while holding the incumbency 
of Borris-in-Ossory three years ago. 
He is survived by his wife, a son and 
three daughters. 


MR. F. J. H. KOENIGS 


The death has occurred at his resi- 
dence, Oaklands, Castleknock, of 
Mr. Frederick J. H. Koenigs, who for 
many years was head of the catering 
department of the old Great Southern 
and Western Railway. 

A native of Germany, he came to 
this country early in life, and, joinmg 
the staff of the railway company, car- 
ried out important organisation work 
in connection with the hotels and 
catering side of the business. He re- 
tired from service over twenty years 
ago. He was recognised as a very fine 
business man, and his knowledge of 
the catering business was unsurpassed. 

In his earlier, years he was a keen 
huntsman and followed the Meath 
Hounds.

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HOW YEATS AND “A.E. 
B. YEATS might never have 

W been a world-famous poet but 
® for his experiences in our Art 
Schools. ‘‘ He said most derogatory 
things of them,” said Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien, president of tite Royal 
Hibérnian Academy. to an [rish T'imes 
Reporter. The occasion was: the 
announcement by Mr. James Sleator, 
R. , secretary to the Academy, 
that the Academy’s Life School, after 
a long interval, will re-open next 

month. 

Mr. O’Brien, speaking of the history 
of the school, referred to famed artists 
who had been pupils—Walter Osborne 
and others, and mR mentioned George 


Moore, ''A.E.,” and William Butler 
Yeats. The last two, he said, uttered 
their criticisms in 1905 before a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry appointed to see 
what measures aid be taken fo 
enable the Royal Hibernian Academy 
and the Metropolitan School of Art 
“to serve more effectually the purposes 
for which they are maintained.”’ 

Yeats, in his evidence, told the 
Committee—the whole system of teach- 
ing- at the School of Art. . was 
boring, and destructive of enthusiasm, 
and of all kind of individuality. .. . 
You were kept working at geometry ; 
you were kept drawing eyes and noses ; 
you were kept working from ihe 
antique, and, then, you came to the 
Life Class, you came to it with what- 
ever individuality you had largely 
crushed out. . .. On the other hand, 
in the Academy you were admitted 
to the Life Class the moment you 
showed a drawing of a certain com- 
“anager ... After you have studied 
rom the life the antique begins to be 
full of meaning, and you work at it 
with enthusiasm, I was bored to death 
with that routine, and, in consequence, 
I have left Art and taken to Litera- 
ture.” 


THE PROPER PLACE 


'" A.E.”’ also was a student at both 
schools. He told the Committee that 
as far as art, pure and simple, was 
concerned the Academy was the proper 
place, but he went on:—‘‘When I was 
an art student there I painted from the 
life. There were four Visitors who were 
Academicians.. One was an excellent 
landscape painter, another painted bulls 
and cows, the third painted cats and 
dogs, and the fourth did not paint at 
all. These gentlemen, not one of whom 
painted figures, were put there to assist 
us in our work.” 

‘“AE’’ continued to paint through- 
out his life. Early he developed a 
techntque of his own, and made some 
mark. 

Yeats, doubtless, prejudiced by an 
innate urge to poetry, obeyed no in- 
born impulse to painting. Had he not 
been repelled by the drudgery in 
draughtsmanship, by his genfus, which 
was of the order that takes infinite 
pains, he might have got somewhere, 
hut it would have been a tragedy. 
Their criticisms were made nearly forty 
years ago, and the schools have been 
justified. 


THE PROFESSORS 


The revived Academy Life School, 
until the new building is erected, will 
have small space, and will be confined 
in rts teaching to painting and drawing 
from the living model and from still 
life. Sculpture, unfortunately, is ex- 
cluded for lack of accommodation. Only 
people bent on a career in art, whose 
submitted examples of life studies have 
been approved by the Council of the 
Academy will be received. The pro- 
fessors are—Mr. H. C. Tisdall, R.H.A., 
painting; Mr. James Sleator, R.H.A., 
pamting, portraits and drawing; Mr. 
Sean O'Sullivan, R.H.A., portraiture 
and painting, and Mrs. A. Ganly, 
A.R.H.A., . painting. Mr. Laurence 
Campbell, R.H.A., sculpter and painter, 
is Keeper of Academy Life School. 


** TERRA INCOGNITA ” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Recently, in one of your lead- 
ing articles, you made some play of Mr. 
Leslie Hore-Belisha’s remarks, when in- 
terviewed by me in Belfast, that 
Dublin and its people were “ very 
civilised.”’ 

A bantering tone ill-conceals a trace 
of touchiness when you ask: ‘‘ When 
he (Mr. Hore-Belisha) arrived in Dun 
Laoghaire Harbour did he, like stout 
Cortez, gaze upon our island with a 
wild surmise, anticipating the dis- 
covery of antres vast and deserts idle, 
and dreading his first encounter with 
the Antropophagi, and men whose 
heads do grow beneath their shoulders, 
with accounts of whom the Moor 
of Venice’ beguiled the gentle 
Desdemona ?”’ 

Does Mr. Hore-Belisha deserve this? 
Most decidedly he does not. Apparently 
that type of Dublin—and, indeed, Irish 
—mentality is at work here which is 
ever on guard to pounce upon the 
slightest remark by an Englishman 
that might be in anyways construed as 
disparaging, derogatory, or patronising 
about things Irish. 

In actual fact, anyone who heard Mr, 
Hore-Belisha’s remarks, and the 
manner in which they were uttered, 
would need no convincing as to the 
genuineness of his admiration for 
Dublin and its people. He did not 
imply, and it would be entirely false to 
infer that he meant to, that he was 
surprised to find Dublin civilised. 

What he did mean—and there should 
be no grounds for ambiguity—was that 
Dublin was not merely “' civilised,’’ a 
term such as we might apply to 
Belfast, Birmingham, Glasgow, or a 
dozen and one other cities, but that 
Dublin, like Athens or Paris, had 
captured the true art of living—had 
that delicate sense of the exquisite, 
that appreciation of the highest forms 
of refinement, that love of life and 
laughter and music, and all those 
things that make life worth living. 

It is not every city of which the same 
could be said, and coming from a 
citizen of the greatest city in the 
world, and one where the art of being 
“very civilised’’ is a widespread 
practice, it is a compliment—even to 
Dublin, a city which, apparently, has 
become so used to receiving compli- 
ments that it can now afford to attempt 
the ridicule of those who pay them. 

It might be argued that the ex- 
Secretary of State for War could have 
used the terms ‘‘ very cultured,’’ or 
“highly cultured,’’ instead of the 
equivocal ‘*‘ very civilised.’ The latter 
is a term, however, which has gained 
some currency, and, but recently, the 
Manchester Guardian, commenting on 
the passing of Mr. A. J. Symmonds, 
headed the announcement with the 
caption, ‘‘ A Very Civilised Person ’’— 
a tribute to a man whose culture and 
refinement were almost a by-word. 

Really, why has your “ leader ”- 
writer to wunder-estimate the intel- 
ligence of clever men, like that?—

MAKE A PENNY CANDLE 


SUET, LARD AND PEELED 
RUSH 


A candle that costs only a penny a 
night, and which can be had at home 
from mutton suet and lard, has been 
the subject of many inquiries since an 
article on the matter appeared some 
time ago. 

Different readers have raised different 
points, but the question of keeping the 
wick standing in such a shallow con- 
tainer, as was mentioned, has proved a 
bugbear to most. So we put our corre- 
spondent on the job again, and here is 
the result. 

The following materials are required: 
4lb. mutton suet; {lb. lard; 1 tin con-

And this is how it is made: Melt 
and blend the mutton suet and lard 
together, and place as much of the 
mixture as is, from time to time, re- 
quired in the tin. The rush or cord, 
cut into appropriate lengths, accordin 
to the depth of the container, will hol 
firmly in the centre of the mixture. 
There you have your home-made 
candle. Almost any home can provide 
the materials for such, but there are a 
few extras that will improve the article 
if you have the facilities. The bees- 
wax, for instance. A proportion of 
this will add to the strength and dura- 
bility of your candle. And any home 
that can boast a refrigerator will find 
its home-produced candles appreciably 
} hardened if they are placed in it for a 
little while. 

The thing will last longer, too, if 
the container is placed in a deep plate 
or similar vessel containing water (do 
not have the water so high that it will 
"gly ta get into your candle). Change the 
me sa water from time to time if it gets 
ee : heated. 

But our correspondent is firm on the 
matter of the wick. It will stand in 
the desired position if cut into the 
proper lengths—according to the depth 
of the container—and in this position 
will burn quite normally. When the in- 
gredients become firm the wick will 
become firm as the wick in an ordinary 
candle. And, of course, if you can get 
wick to buy—the sort that is used in 
small altar lamps, and which in 
ordinary times can be bought in any 
shop, so much the better.
